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As Essex Police reach a dead end in historic child sex abuse investigation, 
the YA hands over fresh evidence which provides new lines of enquiry

THE YELLOW Advertiser has been 
instrumental in reopening a historie 
ehild sex abuse inquiry for a seeond 
time, by delivering a dossier of 
fresh evidenee to Essex Poliee. 

Deteetives ealled the YA to 
poliee headquarters in Chelmsford 
iast week to announee the end of 
Operation SANDS. 

But during the briefing, the YA 
handed over a doeument eontain- 
ing detailed allegations about 
more than 10 men and women 
based in and around Southend in 
the 1980s. 

The detailed allegations were 
made by a man who elaims he was 
abused over a years-long period as 
a teenager. It was eompiled and 
handed to poliee with his eonsent. 

In it, he named multiple ehild- 
hood friends he believed were also 
vietims. 

Expert ehild proteetion offieer 
Deteetive Superintendent Traeey 


Harman eonfirmed the man was 
known to poliee as a suspeeted 
vietim and his information would 
be followed up. 

The foree has sinee eonfirmed 
that it is pursuing “multiple new 
main lines of inquiry” based on 
our doeument. 

Essex Poliee said in spring 2016 
that it was reviewing an almost 
30-year-old investigation into 
ehild abuse in and around 
Shoeburyness. 

Dubbed Operation SANDS, the 
review was launehed in direet 
response to an 18-month YA inves¬ 
tigation. The investigation began 
in late 2014, with the YA raising 
questions over 10 seeret eompen- 
sation payments authorised by 
Essex County Couneil for “alleged 
abuse” in the 1970s and 1990s. 

It resulted in four whistleblowers - 
all ehild proteetion workers in the 
Southend area during the 1980s and 
1990s - raising eoneems with the YA 
over a “paedophile ring” they felt 
had not been properly investigated. 

Two men were eonvieted of ehild 
sex eharges, relating to six vie¬ 


tims, after the original poliee 
investigation in 1990. But the 
whistleblowers said they knew 
other men had abused the same 
ehildren, and possibly dozens 
more, yet appeared not to have 
been pursued. 

Niek Alston, then the eounty’s 
poliee and erime eommissioner, 
deseribed the whistleblowers as 
“eminently eredible”. He and 
Chief Constable Stephen 
Kavanagh ordered the ereation of 
Operation SANDS. 

Det Supt Harman said the review 
found a number of files eonneeted 
to the original investigation had 
been destroyed, in line with the 
foree’s retention poliey. 

In the reeords whieh did remain, 
some vietims did make referenee 
to other men, said Det Supt 
Harman, but they did not identify 
them in enough detail for poliee to 
traee them. 

But the eomplainant who spoke 
with the YA said he had named 
several other abusers, by either 
their full names or their first 
names and plaees of work, to 


poliee at the time. He named them 
again in the dossier handed to Det 
Supt Harman by the YA last week. 

Det Supt Harman said three fresh 
eomplainants had eome forward 
after Operation SANDS was 
announeed, eaeh making allegations 
about one man, now in his 80s, who 
was arrested and interviewed. 

She said: “However, based on all 
the information gathered and wit¬ 
nesses spoken to, there was insuf- 
fieient evidenee to eharge in this 
instanee. If anyone has further evi¬ 
denee in eonneetion with this or 
any other investigation, I need 
them to eome forward to us.” 

Det Supt Harman said that in 
addition to prompting eom¬ 
plainants to eome forward to 
Operation SANDS, the YA’s 
reporting on historie allegations 
had emboldened vietims to eome 
forward in other, unrelated eases. 

Anyone with information about 
abuse in and around Shoeburyness 
in the 1980s and 1990s is asked to 
eall Essex Poliee on 101. The offi¬ 
eer leading Operation SANDS is 
DC Laura Williams.

PAIN relief machines have 
been brought in for patients 
at Southend Hospital. 

The machines see pain relief 
delivered by epidurals, 
similar to those used in 
childbirth. 

The updates, brought in by 
the acute pain service, also 
feature patient controlled 
analgesia pumps, which 
means patients can administer 
pain killers themselves, 
without assistance, with the 


touch of a button. 

Lee Merrison, clinical nurse 
specialist, said: “You could 
say that our new machines are 
like going from an original 
smart phone to the latest 
model, they’ve improved 
greatly. 

“With upgraded pumps it 
means our patients are getting 
the most modern technology 
to help ease their pain and 
speed their recovery post 
operation.”

Hospital denies plans for 
Airbnb style bed scheme 

“We will not support this pilot until the necessary safeguarding and quality arrangements are in place...” 


SOUTHEND 
Hospital has refuted 
claims it is to take part 
in an Airbnb style 
pilot beds scheme. 

It was widely report¬ 
ed that the hospital 
may participate in a 
trial with company 
CareRooms. 

CareRooms says on 
its website that it turns 
spare rooms into 
secure care spaces for 
patients waiting to be 
discharged from hos¬ 
pital. 

It uses hosts who 
receive a rental 


income for the use of 
the room - Airbnb 
uses a similar system 
where people can earn 
income for hosting 
holiday makers in 
their property. 

CareRooms has 
posted on Twitter that 
it has been out this 
month in Leigh and at 
Southend Hospital 
looking for potential 
hosts. 

But the trust that 
runs the hospital put 
out a statement last

it wished to support fQ^. 



the pilot scheme at 
this time. 

Tom Abell, deputy 
chief executive of 
Southend University 
Hospital NHS 

Foundation Trust, 
said: "Whilst we wel¬ 
come and encourage 
new ideas and innova¬ 
tion, there is no inten¬ 
tion and there never 
has been for the hospi¬ 
tal to support this pilot 
at this time. 

“We will never com¬ 
promise the safety and 
quality of care for 
patients and we will 


not support this pilot 
until the necessary 
safeguarding and 
quality arrangements 
are in place and there 
has been full engage¬ 
ment and discussion 
with our local com¬ 
munities on the pro¬ 
posal, this will happen 
after a period of 
detailed work and 
scoping that we have 
requested." 

The YA contacted 
CareRooms for a 
comment, but had not 
received a reply at the 
time of going to press.

A 16-year-old boy has been arrested on 
suspicion of robbery and put on police bail 
until November 18.

“The victim’s injuries aren’t 
life-threatening but this attack 
could easily have been worse. 

“It’s really important I identi¬ 
fy the three men and locate 
them. 

“If you saw the attack or the 
three men in the moments after, 
I need to you contact me.”

Lorry driver who 
hit cyclist was on 
wrong side of road 


JAILED: Justyn Ransley 


A MAN has been sentenced following a fatal 
collision between a lorry and a cyclist in 
Buckhurst Hill. 

Justyn Ransley, 37, of Cunningham Close, 
Shoeburyness, was driving on the wrong side of 
the road when he hit a cyclist. 

The rider, Stephen Wightwick, 48, died as a 
result of the collision. 

Ransley failed to stop at the scene, in the early 
hours of Thursday, December 1, last year, but 
officers later found the lorry in a compound in 
Basildon. He was arrested at his home address 
shortly afterwards. 

Ransley pleaded guilty to causing death by dan-

gerous driving, failing to stop and failing to 
report a road traffic collision at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Wednesday, October 25. 

He was sentenced to four years in prison and 
disqualified from driving for four years. He will 
also have to take an extended retest. 

Ransley was given credit for pleading guilty at 
the first opportunity. 

Detective Sergeant Peter Swan, of the serious 
collision investigation unit, said: “Justyn 
Ransley’s actions were reckless, driving on the 
wrong side of the road and doing 43mph in a 
30mph limit. 

“He hit Stephen Wightwick and didn’t stop, 
leaving him lying seriously injured on the pave¬ 
ment alongside his bike and the wing mirror 
from the lorry. 

“Although he returned a few minutes later he 
didn’t try to help Mr Wightwick or call the emer¬ 
gency services. 

“Instead, he continued with his deliveries and 
used his phone to ^ and find replacement parts for 
the lorry, later telling his employers he’d hit a tree. 

“On his arrest Ransley tried to claim black ice 
caused him to be on the wrong side of the road 
and he was unaware he’d hit a cyclist. 

“It was only after we showed him CCTV footage 
from the previous two weeks where he performed 
the same manoeuvre every time he drove that route 
and of him returning to the scene that Ransley was 
left with no option but to admit his guilt. 

“I would like to thank the investigation team 
and also pay tribute to Mr Wightwick’s family 
who have shown great courage and dignity 
throughout this process. 

“I hope this sentence brings them some clo¬ 
sure. They can now begin to face life ahead with¬ 
out a much loved son, husband, father and broth¬ 
er. My thoughts are with them.”

Campaign aims to 
cut bridge strikes 


RAILWAY bridges in Thorpe 
Bay, Hockley and Romford are 
among the most struck across 
the Anglia network, according 
to Network Rail. 

Over the last five years, the 
bridge in South Street, 
Romford, has seen 42 hours of 
delays caused to train services 
by collisions and costs to the 
taxpayer of just over £370,000. 

A bridge in Spa Road, 
Hockley has seen 13 hours of 
delays and costs of £109,000, 
while collisions at another in 
Thorpe Hall Avenue, Thorpe 
Bay have led to nine hours of 
disruption and £105,000 costs. 


The rail infrastructure com¬ 
pany said most bridge strikes 
across the rail network are 
caused by lorries. 

A Network Rail spokesman 
said it is calling on haulage 
companies and drivers of high 
vehicles to check their height 
and plan routes to reduce the 
number of collisions. 

He added that a national cam¬ 
paign is to be launched calling 
on companies to challenge their 
drivers to check the heights of 
their vehicles. 

Meliha Duymaz, Network 
Rail’s route managing director 
for Anglia, said: “We know 


there are some areas where we 
could be better across the 
industry to stop strikes happen¬ 
ing and give drivers and logis¬ 
tics companies the tools they 
need to help tackle the problem 
more effectively 

“Bridge strikes impact the 
whole transport network and by 
working together we can pro¬ 
vide the right training and edu¬ 
cation for logistics companies 
to help them support their dri¬ 
vers. 

“We hope the whole industry 
will get behind this campaign 
and do everything possible to 
stop bridge strikes.”

T he value of properties in the 
UK has risen by five per oent 
in the last year, adding more 
than £10,000 to the prioe of an 
average home. 

New figures from HM Land 
Registry show a typioal property 
sold for £225,956 in August, up 
from £215,143 in the same month

Testing time for sat nav generation

A THIRD of young drivers are now 
completely reliant on satellite 
navigation systems to get them to 
their destination, according to 
new research. 

The study by the Young Driver 
training organisation has revealed 
that many a motorist now sets off 
on a journey without any idea of 
the route they will take. 

And the dependency on sat 
navs grows the younger the 
driver, with 33 per cent of those 
under 24 saying they left 
themselves entirely in the hands 
of technology when it comes to 
navigation. 

Young Driver questioned almost 
2,500 motorists of all ages about 
their opinions of the new driving 
test which comes into force in 
December and for the first time 
will include the use of sat navs 
while out on the road. 

Other changes to the test - 
designed to make it more relevant 
to everyday driving - include an 
end to the dreaded turn-in-the- 
road and reverse around a corner 
manoeuvres which are to be 
replaced with one of three 


possible reversing exercises, 
including parallel or bay parking - 
an operation some 30 per cent of 
drivers said they struggled with. 

As well as showing competency 
when it comes to using a sat nav, 
there will also be a longer section 
of independent driving in the new 
test and a question and answer 
session to assess whether it is 
safe to do something such as 
opening windows or putting on 
the wipers. 

One in four current drivers in the 
survey said they thought the 
hardest thing about driving is 
dealing with distractions, includ¬ 
ing passengers talking and exter¬ 
nal places of interest, rather than 
the mechanics of working the car. 

Laura White, head of marketing 
at Young Driver, said: “We were 
intrigued to see what drivers 
thought of the upcoming changes 
and although some seem hesi¬ 
tant, given what they’re telling us 
about being a driver - how impor¬ 
tant sat nav has become, how 
hard it is to deal with distractions 
and how bad many of us are at 
reversing - it seems that the 
changes are actually very sensi¬ 
ble.” 


Young Driver provides driving 
tuition for 10 to 17-year-olds in a 
fleet of dual-control Vauxhall 
Corsas and will be changing ele¬ 
ments of its lesson structure for 
pupils to include some of the new 
focus of the revised test which 
starts on December 4. 


However, training will still be 
given on basic handling skills 
such as a three-point-turn. 

Almost half of those who took 
part in the survey said they had 
performed a U-turn at some point 
in the past month. 

And although being able to use 


a sat nav is now considered 
essential. Young Driver will be 
reminding pupils that keeping 
safe on the roads includes being 
aware of where you are and how 
to adapt if situations change. 

“At Young Driver we’ve been 
working for eight years now to 
better educate youngsters behind 
the wheel, long before they can 
get on the road for real,” said Ms 
White. 

“Research shows that if they 
can become more practiced at 
the basics of driving before they 
turn 17 it makes them a safer 
driver - almost half as likely to 
have an accident straight after 
passing their test than their peers. 

“Making the fundamental driving 
skills become second nature, so 
they become more ‘automatic’, 
leaving the driver better able to 
deal with distractions and be 
aware of other road users is key - 
as is spending as much time as 
possible with a qualified instruc¬ 
tor. 

“It sounds like many of us wish 
we’d had more chance to learn 
some of the basic manoeuvres 
better - reverse parking is always 
the issue.”

■ Make sure your tyres have adequate tread 
depth to keep you safe and legal.

A GOAL deep into stoppage time 
from Wilfried Zaha denied West 
Ham all three points as struggling 
Crystal Palace hit back from 2-0 
down to earn a share of the spoils.

SIMON Cox’s first-half strike ensured 
back-to-back wins for the Shrimpers, 
who are knocking on the door of the 
play-offs, leaving boss Phil Brown 
praising his players for a “resilient per¬ 
formance”.

Ayew ran at the Palace 
rearguard before unleashing a sting¬ 
ing 20-yard left-footed drive high 
beyond Speroni and into the net. 

Shortly after the break Palace were 
offered the opportunity to reduce the 
deficit. Ogbonna was clumsy on 
Andros Townsend, giving Luka 
Milivojevic the chance to fire the 
penalty past Hart. 

With their tails up. Palace were ago¬ 
nisingly close to levelling when Yohan 
Cabaye’s thundering effort beat Hart, 
but cannoned back off an upright.

With the clock ticking down 
Michail Antonio only had to keep 
possession high up the field, but 
naively chose to cross. The hosts 
quickly pushed forward and Zaha was 
on hand to slot it in the bottom comer 
with the last kick of the game. 

“Nobody could say that they didn’t 
deserve a point,” said Bilic after the 
game. “We are gutted because we 
were winning 2-0 and we were in a 
great position. 

“They put us under a lot of pres¬ 
sure in the second half, but the game 
was there for us. I am very disap¬ 
pointed with the penalty, but to con¬ 
cede the second in this manner 
makes it even harder to take. 

“To concede a goal in the last sec¬ 
ond, when we have the ball high up 
the pitch, we are gutted”, he added. 

“It was a good goal well taken by 
Zaha but we gave it to them. With 
five or ten seconds to go all we had 
to do was to keep the ball.” 


The Saddlers fired a warning shot in 
stoppage time. Roberts was allowed 
too much time and space, and found 
the overlapping Joe Edwards who 
could only shoot straight at Oxley. 

A frantic finale saw the Saddlers 
throw bodies forward, with full-back 
Joe Edwards’ twice-deflected 
piledriver bringing the best out of 
Oxley, before the keeper showed his 
mettle with a smart stoppage-time tip- 
over from sub Daniel Agyei. 

Brown said after the game; “We 
were at our best defensively and the 
togetherness was there to see. 

“It’s great to get the three points - 
but I would have liked to have seen 
that second goal go in.” 


Speaking of Zaha, Palace boss 
Hodgson, said: “Well, he saved a 
point for us in the 96th minute with 
an excellent goal. 

“I think he threatened that goal on 
several occasions beforehand. Joe 
Hart had an excellent game.” 

The former England chief added;
